THE D. S. COMMISSIONER 
OF EDUCATION OK SUCC ESS 
One of the moat helpful and suggestive ar­ 
ticles now before the public, is found in a recent 
m&g&xjne written by John J. Tigert. U. S. Com­ 
missioner of Education, who succee ded Dr. P. P. 
rUxton. now dean at the Alabama University. Mr. 
Tigert jb a Tennessee boy and a graduate of the 
Dr. “SaWney** Webb of Belle B uefcle, so well known 
to manv in the Twin Cities. Mr. Tigert first came 
into notice when he won the Vanderbiit scholar­ 
ship from Belle Buckle valued at $50.00 for pro­ 
ficiency ip Greek and Latin. He afterwards won 
the Cecfl Rhoades Scholarship, and in addition to 
being a great scholar and college President, is also 
a great atheiete. He was first base man oa the 
championship bait team, and a crack oarsman, 
while a student in England. 
He was appointed 
Commisisoner of Education several months ago. 
Dr. Tigert has the following to say among many 
other things about the present necessity of edu- 
c a t. ioBj# — 
— '— —^— — ----- 
Education is more necessary for success in 
this country now than ever before. Because of 
the undeveloped nature of the United States as 
compared with older countries, many men have 
found it easy to succeed in the past by means of 
intelligence, persistence, and the other qualities 
I have discussed, without the assistance of educa­ 
tion or with little education. As the country be­ 
comes more highly developed, as population be­ 
comes more congested, and as economic pressure 
becomes greater, it Is increasingly difficult for a 
man wh# is not trained or educated to do some 
specific thing to make a success of his career. 
Finally, many a man succeeded in business in 
this country without knowing anything. The 
bueineas opportunities were so great that a man 
could hardly fail. Business was almost “fool­ 
proof.” Today, the methods of business have 
been reduced to a science. Advertising, selling, 
buying, accounting and all the other aspects of 
business have been placed on a systematic basis 
and each field requires highly trained specialists 
and experts. Haphazard and rule-of-thumb meth­ 
ods no longer succeed, except by an occasional ac­ 
cident .

The man whose word cannot be depended upon, 
who does not keep his appointments, who is de­ 
ceitful, who is envious of his fellows, who will not 
cooperate with his associates, or who is unfaithful 
to his duty cannot succeed today. No one wants 
to have relations with that sort of man and no 
one will long tolerate him.

“Notre mareehal,” the French call Foch. He 
is “our marshal,** too. That is a fact not always 
recognized by Americans. 
In the last year of the war, Foch was general­ 
issimo of all the allied forces, with authority over 
the American army in France as well as over the 
Italian army that crushed Austria. His word was 
supreme on every front of the vast, varied bat­ 
tle line that hemmed in the Central Empires. He 
had qnder him at the climax of the campaign 12,- 
000,000 men, of whom 2,000,000 were Amercians. 
If the war Jiad lasted a few months more, he 
would have commanded 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 of 
our meh. General Pershing was commander-in- 
chief of the American army, and his word was 
law for them; but Foch was commander of all 
the commanders-in-chief. 
There was never anything humiliating in this 
situation for the American army or its American 
general or the American government. It was at 
the suggestion of the United States, with the gen­ 
erous acquiescence of Gen. Pershing, that a gener­ 
alissimo was appointed for all the allied armies. 
It was the same thing that the French had done 
in our Revolutionary War, when they served un­ 
der Gen. Washington. 
It was especially neces­ 
sary in this case, for the strategy of the situation, 
and it resulted in the quick winning of a war that 
might otherwise have been lost or dragged on 
for years. Not the least of the big things to 
Foeh’s credit is that he never abused his great 
power to save his own French troops unduly, or 
to make unjust or disproportionate use of the 
troops of an ally. Foch used our American lads 
as considerately as he did his own, and was as 
deeply moved by their losses. 
Remembrance of this adds to the warmth with 
which Foch would have been greeted in America 
under any circumstances.—Tuscaloosa News.
